deep and sincere, is with the American 
pow in the great calamity which has 
fallen them. In this dark hour of 
trouble we think not of President McKinley the 
politician—we only remember President McKinle: 
the man, fearless and upright, kindly, and wit 
the welfare of his country always at heart. 
Words fail us when we would express our 
wrath and horror at the crime which has robbed 
the world of so great a ruler, so honoured a 
man; nor can we give adequate utterance to our 
poignant sorrow, our bitter grief, increased a 
thousand-fold that the President should have 
been foully done to death by a treacherous 
assassin to whom he had extended the hand 
of friendship even as the cowardly shots were 
fired. After a week of painful suspense 
the hopeful bulletins which led us to believe 
that his life would be spared, and we had 
barely breathed our thankfulness and prayer for 
a speedy convalescence when the dire tidings of 
a dangerous relapse shattered all our hopes. 
The shock was a severe one, keenly felt by the 
millions who watched in spirit by his bedside. 
The illustrious patient fought for his life with 
characteristic tenacity, but from the moment 
when the heart trouble first became apparent 
there seemed little doubt as to how the struggle 
would terminate. Every means that human 
skill and ingenuity could suggest were adopted, 
but all efforts to save him were unavailing. 


The End Came Peacefully 


in the early hours of Saturday. Mrs. McKinley 
was by his side during those last dread moments, 
and bore up with superb fortitude, ‘The scene in 
the death-chamber as the dying President bade 
farewell to his devoted wife was most affecting, 
and will live for ever in the memory of his 
sorrowing people. Before he lost consciousness 
he was heard to murmur, ‘‘ Nearer, my God, to 
Thee,“ and his last words to his life-partner 
were: God's will, not ours, be done.” He 
died as he had lived—nobly. 


William McKinley 
was one of the strongest men who have occupied 


T2 sympathy of the whole civilised world, 


the Chief Magistracy of the great American 
Republic. A descendant of one of those families 
of hardy Scotch planters which formed the 
Protestant ‘‘garrison’’ in Ireland in the 
eighteenth century, he had all the “ grit“ and 
staying-power of his stock, He was born at 
Niles, Ohio, on Jan. 29, 1843, and all his early 
life was spent in his native State. Educated at 
the so-called Poland Academy, it was at the age 
of eighteen that the future President began to 
take a prominent part in the public affairs of his 
country, and from that time his life history is 
more or less identified with that of the Republic 
of which he was so distinguished a citizen.

His Majesty also sent the 
following telegram to the American Ambassador 
in London: ‘* Most truly do I sympathise with 
you and the whole American nation at the loss of 
hes! distinguished and ever - to- be - regretted 

resident.’’ To which Mr. Choate sent the fol- 
lowing reply: “I am sineerely grateful to your 
Majesty for theearnest expression of sympathy 
with the whole American nation in their terrible 
loss by the death of the President. Your Majesty’s 
constant solicitude” and interest in these trying 
days have deeply touched the hearts of my 
countrymen.” 


Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, 


who now becomes President of the United States, 
to serve until 1905, was elected Vice-President 
last year. He is forty-two years of age, a 
graduate of Harvard College, an athlete, an 
authority upon the wild outdoor life of the 
Rocky Mountains, a writer of books, a soldier, 
and a man of affairs, He began his political 
career at twenty-three as a member of the 
New York State Assembly, and ever since 
then has been celebrated for his unswerv- 
ing rectitude in public affairs and for his 
energetic and valuable services as a reformer. 
He made himself notable as a member of the 
Civil Service Commission, and as Police Com- 
| missioner of New York he was untiring in his 
attempts to provide that city with a clean 
and honest government. He left his desk as 
Assistant-Secretary of the Navy to take part in 
the Spanish-American War, and won renown on 
the field and in the camp as Colonel of the 
famous and popular Regiment of Roughriders 
| which did such good service during the campaign. 
The New President 


will abide by his original declaration to carry 
out the policy for the reduction of tariffs, which 
was outlined by Mr. McKinley only a few days 
before he was shot. It is authoritatively affirmed 
that Mr. Roosevelt favours the abolition entirely 
of commercial war with other countries and the 
adoption of reciprocity treaties. He is a believer 
in arbitration in all international disputes, 
and will facilitate the early completion of 
the Isthmian Canal, the strengthening of the 
American mercantile marine, and the construc- 
tion of improved means of railway communica- 
tion with the southern portions of the continent. 


The Remains of the Late President 


were borne on Monday morning from the City 
Hall to the railway station at Buffalo, and placed 
upon the funeral-train which was to convey them 
and the mourners to Washington. The coffin 
was carried by four soldiers and four sailors, but 
the military escort was small, and the cortége

The fraternising of the 
Czarand Kaiser at the German Naval Manveuvres last week 
was not altogether relished by our susceptible friends 
across the Channel, but any little annoyance that might 
have been felt is entirely obliterated now that Their 
Imperial Majesties have set foot on French soil, and are 
lodged at historic Compiézne. The reviews and festivities 
organised in honour of the visit are in full swing at the 
time of writing, and the French people are devoting them - 
selves with all the enthusiasm of which they ure capable to 
the entertainment of their illustrious guests 


Great Review at Rheims. The Cvar's tour in 
France is naturally awakening considerable interest among 
all classes of the French people, but ecinily umoug the 
residents of Rheims, the scene of the great review.’ Our 
sketch gives a view of the city, special prominence being 
given to its magnificent cathedral. Rheims, the ancient 
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Durocortorum of the Romans, is surrounded by ramparts 
fac d with stones, which, being planted with trees, form 
agreeable promenades. The city is about three miles in 
circuit, 221 is entered by six gates, one of which, the Porte 
Neuve, an elegant triumphal arch, was erected in honour 
of Louis XVI. at bis coronation. In the centre of the 
Place Royal is a bronze statue of Louis XV., surrounded 
with allegorical figures, erected in 1818 to replace the one 
destroyed in 1793. ‘lhe Cathedral of Notre Dame is 
thought to be the finest Gothic structure in Europe. It 
was built between 1212 and 1242 


The Heroes of Tientsin.—The officers and men 
who formed the 's Naval Brigade in the historic 
attack on Tientsin were entertained to a public banquet at 
Portsmouth on Sept 12. Three small guns, captured by 
Sir E. H. Seymour's force in Tientsin Arsenal, and a 
number of Chinese curios, adorned the banqueting-room 
at the Town Hall, where provision had been made for 470 
guests. The sailors, as they marched through gaily deco- 
rated streets on their way from the dockyard, got a mag- 
nificent ovation from cheering crowds. The reception of 
the men by the Mayor and Councillors at the entrance to 
the Town Hall was witnessed by thousands of spectators. 
Punctually at seven o'clock the guests took their seats. On 
either side of the Mayor sat the First Lord of the Admiralty 
the Earl of Selborne) and Admiral Sir E. H. Seymour 
Others at the top table included Captain Jellicoe, C.B., 
General R. M. McG.

be generally equal. What would win would be the best 
discipline, the most courageous, self-reliant, and tenacious 
officers and men, led by the most capable admiral. 
whether by sea or by land, never had been, and never 
would be, a simple game of chess.

The Alfred Festival.—There is n tremendous gap 
between the ninth and the twentieth centuries. England in 
King Alfred's time and England at this moment are two 
vustly different places. Unreclaimed fens and swamps, 
together with far-spreading woods, have now given place 
to huge cities and populous towns. In Alfred's time 
internal strife and civil wars were noticeable everywhere 
The air was constantly filled with noise of battle, the shouts 
of the victors, and the despairing cries of the vanquished 
From Alfred’s time we have steadily advanced, combating 
ind defeating the forces of reaction, and by remedial legis- 
lation and just economic laws our position is one of 
security. Alfred was born in 849 at Wantage, in Berkshire, 
one of the Royal manors of Wessex. He was the charm of 
the family circle, his kindly disposition making him the 
darling of the home. Evidences were soon forthcoming of 
his prowess in the hunting-field, his skill at woodcraft, and 
of his ability to learn rapidly by heart the English lays. 
Yet it was probably not until he was twelve years old that 
he began to read, When he was but five years of ege he 
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was here that the French made their final struggle for 
empire in America in the battle in which Montcalm ar 
Wolfe yielded their lives, [Our sketch shows the locality 


as taken to Rome in charge of Swithun, Bishop of Win- 
ester. Pope Leo IV. took a keen interest in the child, 
and himself administered to him the rite of confirmation. 
This visit to Rome must have considerably helped Alfred, 
for he was able to obtain a knowledge of the Latin tongue, 
| and also to geta glimpse of the larger world of Christendom. 


The Revival of Learning was due entirely to his 
influence, for he gathered round him a body of able and 
zealous men from many lands, and set to work to reclaim 
his country from superstition. His useful career was 
closed about 900, and he was buried at Winchester on_the 
rite of the present cathedral His life was lived according 
| to rule. His revenue was divided into two portions— one 
tor “ the service of the people,“ the other for ** the service 
of God.“ As Professor Freeman says, Alfred . . . is the 
most perfect character in history.” Now we have a 
statue to him erected at Winchester, the scene of his early 
labours. ‘he statue is by Mr. Hamo Thornycroft, and is 
16 ft. in height and seven tons in weight. The Cornish 
granite pedestal upon which it stands weighs no less 
than seventy tons. Our Illustration shows the memorial, 
together with a view of the keep of Wolvesey Palace, where 
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King Alfred sat at the feet of Swithun. At the ceremony 
of the unveiling of the Alfred Statue Lord Rosebery was to 
otficiate, and the old Royal City of Winchester is this week 
crowded with enthusiastic historians, who for a few days 
«re living in the past of a great country.

The Green Lanes Tragedy. — One charge of 
murder and three of attempted murder were preferred at 
the Old Bailey last Monday against Ralph and Caroline 
Dyer, brother and sister, whose uges are thirty-five and 

i respectively. The facts of the tragedy of 
July 27 in Green Lanes, Stoke Newington, need only be 
briefly recapitulated. Labouring under the delusion that 
the female prisoner had been drugged and assaulted, the two 
irmed themselves with a revolver and a dagger, and went 
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to the house of a Mis. Norbury, where Caroline Dyer 
had lodged when employed at the neighbouring draper's 
shop of Mr. Lewis. The first person they encountered was 
the son, William Norbury, just going back to work after 
his dinner, Rushing upon him, the woman stabbed him 
in the breast, and then, going into the house, stabbed 
Miss Frances Norbury to the heart. As the mother 
ran out of the building, calling for assistance, Ralph 
Dyer pursued her, knocked her down and beat her 
about the head. Meanwhile his sister, still holding 
the dagger, had gone on to the burned-out premises of 
Mr. Lewis, where, Reed, a salvage-man, was in charge. 
Reed was stabbed in the chest by the madwoman, but 
felled her with an iron bar, and she, with her brother, was 
taken into custody. All the injured people, with the 
exception of Miss Norbury, recovered. After evidence 
had been given as to the mental state of the prisoners, 
tuey were found guilty, and each ordered to be detained in 
an asylum ‘during the King’s pleasure.“ f 

The Deptford Murder. — At the Old Bailey, on 
Sept. 13. James Bottom, aged thirty-eight, was indicted for 
the murder of his wife. In opening the case Mr. Mathews said 
the prisoner and his wife were general dealers in Baildon 
Street, Deptford, and both were heavy drinkers. They 
quarrelled frequently, and the police had more than once to 
mterfere, and the prisoner seemed to suffer from the delu- 
sion that his wife was endeavouring to poison him. Some

time before the commission of the crime the prisoner was 
noticed to be trembling very much, and a day or two 
before July, 14 the deceased woman was seen with her 
arm bandaged. ` Prisoner slept at his sisters house 
on the night of July 13, but very early in the morning 
of July 14 he returned home, and was seen to be beating 
his wife as she lay in bed with a heavy hammer. The 
woman was heard to exclaim, “Oh, Jim, you are killing 
me, my darling husband!” The prisoner, after savagely 
assaulting his wife with the hammer and a knife, drove 
away in his donkey-cart, He told a companion They 
were after him.” What this meant might be difficult to 
ascertain, because the prisoner had for a long time suffered 
from the hallucination that he was being followed by ten 
men. In the result, the jury found prisoner ‘“ Guilty, but 
insane at the time,“ and an order was made for the prisoner's 
detention during the King's plea_ure.

In their name I beg to tender to your Excellency their 
heartfelt sym aby and shall be grateful if you will 
convey it to Mrs. McKinley and the ple of the United 
States. The eminent career and public servi es of Mr. 
McKinley are widely appreciated here, and will long be 
remembered by the English people, who, having themselves 
sustained the loss of a beloved Sovereign this year, are able 
the more keenly to sympathise witb the United States in 
the sudden removal of their distinguished President.

The Cooking of Game. 


The majority of cooks seem to know very little 
about the dressing of wild birds. Grouse, 
partridge, and pheasant are not cooked with the 
heads and necks left on; neither is it strictly

correct to serve them upon toast. Fried bread- 
crumbs surround them on the dish, and a good 
gravy and bread-sauce are handed round. All 
wild birds require to be well basted, or they 
become dry. 


Snipe and Woodcock 


have their heads left on, and.an expert cook will 
know how to truss them with their own long 
bills. They are served on toast, upon which the 
birds are allowed to drip while cooking. Their 
insides are not taken out, and they do not 
require bread-sauce or gravy. The above is the 
proper method of cooking, no matter what 
cookery-books may say to the contrary. 


Compotes are Very Easily Made; 


but, in common with Devonshire or ordinary 
junket, they require care. Here is a recipe for 
a compote of bananas. The syrup for the 
compéte is made as follows: Pare a lemon very 
thinly and squeeze out the juice; put both juice 
and rind together in a bowl, and leave them for 
an hour; then put a teacupful of cold water in 
an enamelled saucepan, and into it a teaspoonful 
of sugar; boil well, and, when boiling, strain it 
into the lemon-juice. Pare three bananas—be 
sure that they are in good condition - perfectly 
ripe; but without any signs of decay. Take off 
any fibre that. hangs about; cut the fruit 
lengthwise, aud then cut each half into three 
pieces; cook a few pieces at a time in the syrup 
until they become transparent. When all are 
done, let the syrup get cold, and then pour it over 
the fruit, I should double the quantity of 
syrup—a teacupful of water is a very small
